Representative Dyke Ballinger had two 
bills killed in this manner; one of them 
which created a townsite board, composed 
of the governor, attorney-general and seéc- 
retary, and was drawn for the purpose of 
eliminating fraud in townsite schemes. The 
; bill had been considered and passed. Late 
the last night, however, during Ballinger’s 
absence, the vote was reconsidered and the 
bill killed, while the lobby and even the 
inside of the railing swarmed with town- 
site sharks and prospectors, who knew 
the bill meant injury and harm to them 
and their business. The other Ballinger 
bill, killed In this manner, was one to pre- 
vent life and endowment insurance com- 
panies from discriminating in premiums 
and benefits offered policy holders. After 
this bill was passed, it was reconsidered, 
called back and actually put to death. 

Two liquor bills were railroaded through 
without even being read and were declared 
passed, although three persons who were 
heeping check on the votes, have made 
the declaration that neither of these bills 
had the requisite number of votes to pass. 
The general appropriation bill was held up 
while members, with pet bills, were al- 
lowed to railroud them through their third 
reading and final passage and get them to 
the enrolling rooms, where they were given 
precedence over the appropriation bill. 
People left the place in disgust. One ex- 
treinely unpopular measure was defeated 
by tne House and the announcement of 
the vote met with continued applause from 
the people in the auditorium and galleries, 
but the bill was later reconsidered and 
passed.

Post in its Wall street review, says: 

| A® was expected after the -week's large 


‘recall of bank deposits by. the. treasury,, 


today’s bank statement showed substantial 
loss in cash reserves. The week's decrease 
foots up $7,490,000, but as this was offset 
by a five million loan reduction, surplus 
reserves declined only. $4,123,000. This 
shrinkage brings the surplus to $6,154,000, 
the lowest figure since Nov. 21, 1903. In 
that week, call money touched 8 per cent. 
A smaller surplus than today's has been 
reported at the present date, however, in 
several recent years—in 1903, 1902 and 19090, 
for example—so that it cannot be deemed 
abnormal for this season. 

No movement of importance occurred 
on the stock exchange today, and neither 
the foreign situation nor the home bank 
position appeared to be reflected.

Sentiment Favors Higher Prices in 
That Grain—Present Condi- 
tions in the Markets.

Nothing has developed to give wheat 
bulls control of the market and at. the 
present writing there are no signs of 
any such developments.

than during the crop year of 1903. Had it 
not been ior the purchases of Japan to 
meet war requirements and of the ulf 
and Pacific islands, the showing woul be 
a good deal worse. At any rate, it was 
sufficient to reduce flour milling business 
and consequently milling requirements for 
wheat. This ie one reason why the milling 
demands on the accumulative and distribu- 
tive centers have been so disappointing 
and that available supplies in second hands 
fail to decrease as they should at this 
season of the year. Another reason why 
they do not is that mamy millers, in order 
to secure themselves against the extraordi- 
nary searcity of supplies that would be 
felt before another crop was harvested, 
laid in theif supplies last fall and most of 
them still have more wheat on hand than 
they can find demand enough for.

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ILLINOIS TO TRI 
NMARRIAGE. REFORMS 


Bill in Legislature Provides That 
Persons Must Be of Age 
to Wed. 


“OP RLY SUD. fl Mareh 18.—For a 


woek the House judiciary committee has 
Gevoted ita attention to a batterment of 
the Illinois laws relative to marriage and 
divorce. As a result of its work the com- 
mittee has reported out a bill prohibiting 
the remarriage of either party to a divorce 
for one year, and, if the ground alleged 
is statutory, neither party shall marry 
sooner than two years; although the par- 
ties to the divorco may become reunited 


at any time. 
Another bill reported out abolishes the 
oormnon-law which has been rec- 
sed in Iilinole since 184 in the absence 
any statutory enactment to the con- 
trary. Under the common law a boy of IT 
and f girl of 14 could enter intg & com- 
mon-law ge qpntraet Set was . 
fectly valid and could not broken. Phis. 
however, did not moan that pereons 
together unlawfully were husband and wife 
nder a common-law marriage, unless t 
to ono another that each to 
better or worse. Common- 
ges have not been in 
in the absence of a record always 
ve been hard to prove, generally beocom- 
ing | nae after death of one of the con- 
tracti parties. 

Considerable opposition waa displayed in 
the committee to t bill biting the 
marriage of persons under the legal age of 
21 and 18 years. Under the existing laws of 
the state a girl of 14 years or a y of 17 
years could be married upon the consent 
of parents or guardian. Under the bill re- 
ported out by the committee, it will be im- 
possible for either a male or female under 
*1 and 18 years, respectively, to contract 
marriage. 

Recent developments in the city of Chi- 
cago, where it was learned that foreigners 
have made a practice of selling their giris 
of tender years, by civing consent to their 
marr ' congiderable weight with 
the members of the com«mittee in raising 
the age when parents may give congent to 
the marriage of children under legal .

FOLLOW FAMOUS 
MURDER TRIAL 


Charles Thomas‘ Conviction of the 
Murder of Mabel Scofield May 
Be Followed by Death of Both 
His Parents. 


VICTIM’S MOTHER ILL 
FROM WORRY OVER CASE. 


Husband, Rendered Insane by In- 
terest in Proceedings, Murders 
Former Wife and Then Ends His

Certain.

DES MOINES, Io., March 18.—The hard 
hand of Justice, long defrauded of her 
rights, seems to have descended with awful 
force on everybody connected with the 
Scofield murder case. It has taken almost 
six years to bring Charles Tho to a 
conviction of murder, but from the mo- 
ment of his conviction tragedies have been 
occurring almost daily. 

Thomas’ aged father was at home ill 
when the verdict was returned. The news 
of his son's guilt was an awful shock to 
him, and he has hovered between life and 
death since. His death is aimost certain, 
a8 a Tesuk of the shock. 

The mother of the young man is little 
better off, while his young wife fainted at 
the announcement of the verdict, and, 
though restored to consciousness, had to 
be helped from the courtroom, and has 
been in a condition of utter coMapse ever 
since, ' ; 

The mother of the murdered girl, after 
brooding over the sorrow of her —y ~4 
ter’s mysterious death for more than five 
years, had it all brought back to her with 
quadrupled force during the trial, and she, 
too, old and broken, has collapsed at her 
home at Macksburg, and it is doubted 


whether she will ever get well a n. 

Fred Hoffman, a restaurant keeper, 
crazed by his interest in the trial, lost his 
mind completely and murdered his former 
wife and then put a bullet through his 
own brain. There is no doubt whatever 
that he was driven to insanity by his in- 
terest in the trial. 

He raved incoherently cover it for days 
together, and threatened to kill the law- 
yers for the defense; finally starting on the 
expedition that proved fatal to both him- 
self and his divorced wife. 

The end is not even in sight. The state

BUDAPEST, March 18—A Hungarian 
nobleman visiting Fiume recently bought 
from a local dealer in antiques an an- 
client watch shaped like an apple.

Rapp, on 
the other hand, says he. will cheerfully 
languish behind the bars as long as: his 
beard is paid. 

Bach, however, has a hope that the other 
will weaken. Jennings counts upon Rapp 
getting tired of jail life and settling the 
judgment. Rapp fancies that Jennings 
will get tired of boarding him and have 
him turned loose. 

“He'll be glad to settle up when hot 
weather comes and he begins to sweat in 
jail,’ says Jennings. 

“He'll get tired of 
after awhile, and then 
out,” says Rapp. 

With Spartan firmness, Rapp has twice 
abandoned his means of livelfhood rather 
than pay a judgment, and with just as 
great determination Jennings has invoked 
every phase of the law to inflict punish- 
ment on Rapp. 

Rapp was a prosperous farmer when the 
feud began two years ago. In a rage, he 
shot Arthur Jennings, the 18-year-old son 
of David Jennings, because he believed 
the youth had trespassed on his cornfield. 

The farm of Rapp was between Granite 
City and Chouteau slough. Young Jen- 
nings lived with his parents in West Gran- 
ite. On a Sunday afternoon Arthur and 
his brother, William, and several others 
purchased some watermelons and went 
put along the road to eat them. They 
passed hy an unfenced field on Rapp’s 
farm and. according to the versioa of the 
Jennings famfly, he plucked an ear and 
shelled the grains from it, and was throw- 
ing them at his companions when Rapp 
approached and shot him as he was run- 
ning away. According to Rapp he had 
taken a number of ears. 

After Rapp had been tried and a nomi- 
nal fine had beep assessed against him, 
two suits were brought against him, one 
by Arthur Jennings for damages for the 
injuries he had sustained, and one by 
David Jennings for loss of the boy's serv- 
ices. Arthur got a verdict for $2500 and his 
father one fer $16. 

While the suits were pending, Rapp ad- 
vertised a sale and disposed of his steck 
and property for the parpose, as he after- 
ward avowed, of avoiding payment of 
damages. The few things that he re- 
tafped were protected by a chattel mort- 
gage.

Closes Shop, Goes to Jail. 

He was conducting that up to Tuesday 
of last week, when Deputy Sheriff Davy 
Jones called on him and told him he was 
wanted at the sheriff's office at Edwards- 
ville. He locked the door of his little 
butcher shop and went along to Edwards- 
ville and, after being given another chance 
to settle the judgement which David Jen- 
nings had obtained against him, he was 
told that he would have to go to jail. 

He said he was ready to go. He ‘was 
locked up, and he will remain’a prisoner 
for six montis unless he weakens, or Jen- 
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to pay the judgment. 

Jennings had known all along that if 
Rapp went to jail he would have to pay 
Madison County for his keep, but that 
did not shake his purpose. He Says his 
son's health is impaired permanently by 
the shot imbedded in his body. 

Jennings has to pay Rapp’s board be- 
cause he is not imprisoned for an offense 
against the state, but against another per- 
son. Under these circumstances the state 
will imprison a man if the one he has in- 
jured exacts this, but the county will not 
bear the expense of keeping him in jail. 

The person who is sent to jail under 
this arrangement “ lies out’ the judgment 
at the rate of $1.50 a day until the total 
amount has been satisfied, or until sfx 
months have elapsed. For such a cause 
he cannot be kept in jail for longer than 
six months. 

At the end of six months, if Rapp stays 
in that long, the judgment will be returned 
into court, ‘‘satisfied by imprisonment,” 
and he will be freed from it. 

The rule is that the board of one who 
becomes a prisonér under these circum- 
stances must the paid in advance. The 
rates at the Madison County jail are % 
cents a day with an extra 3% cents a week 
for laundry. Jennings paid two weeks in 
advance and also the receiving fee of 3 
cents. 

Rapp is only credited with $1.50 a day, 
but inasmuch a@ the $15 of the judgment 
and $60 costs will be satisfied in six 
months, he is saving by lying in pail $3.9 
a day, with his board and lodging and 
laundry threwn in. As he is 6 years old 
he considers that this is doing pretty 
well, and is not worrying even over the 
fact that his butcher business has been 


broken up. 


His Prison Life. 

One day will be a good deal like another 
for Rapp while he is living at the expense 
of Jennings at the Bdwardsvilie jail. He 
will sleep eight hours in a lower bunk 
and on rising will eat @ hearty breakfast, 
for he has a vigorous appetite, and Ed- 
wardsville jail fare is sald te be not a 
little better than that of other jails. He 
will have an hour for exercise promenad- 
ing, and he has found that he can spend a 
couple of the forenoon hours pleasantly, 
if not profitably, listening to the stories 
told by the best reconteurs behind the 
hars. In the afternoon he will play cards 
for @iversion. AS he can neither read 
nor write, it will not be quite so easy for 
him to pass the time as for some others, 
but he does not think that time will hang 
heavy on his hands.

This 
session of the Legislature marked the final collapse of the 
power of the old corrupt Democratic machine which for 
years has controlled the state Legislature through the 
lobby and the Senate combine. | 

Signal evidence of the overthrow of the machine was 
supplied in the repeal of the racetrack gambling law and 
the adoption of the law making poolselling a felony. If 
that machine had still. been in power, and if the state had 
not been awakened to the necessity of establishing mor- 
ality in the government at Jefferson City, it would prob- 
ably have been impossible to crush the gambling ring. It 
is doubtful if the tremendous campaign organized and 
led by the Post-Dispatch would have been effective against 
the old machine and its lobby. The final adoption by the 
senate of the house bill making poolselling a felony, is 
one of the greatest moral victories ever won in the state, 
and marked the strength of the new and better public 
sentiment which prevails as a result of the anti-boodle 
campaign. } 

A bipartisan Legislature, the Senate being Democratic 
and the House Nepublican, proved an advantage, the dif- 
fering party majorities in the houses being forced into 
competition. The popular approval of the situation made 
it easier to get through measures designed to protect and 
promote the popular interest. The minds of the legisla- 
tors were more open to good suggestions and to the in- 
fluence of sound public sentiment than they have been 
for many years. The lobby was less conspicuous, less ac- 
tive and far less. powerful. 

The only bill in which the hand of the old combine was 
able to overcome aroused public sentiment was Gov. Folk’s 
bribery witness bill. The bill was sound in principle and 
excellent in purpose. It was designed to overcome the 
obstacles which now prosecutions of 
bribers difficult. A measure of this kind ought to be 
passed and doubtless will be passed when the _ people 
thoroughly understand it.

THE CHICAGO UNDERGROUND REVOLUTION. 

Under the contract made in February this year, all the 
second, third and fourth class mail matter, “amounting to 
880 tons daily,” handled in Chicago will pass betwevn the 
railway stations and the postoffice through tunnels which 
are now being used in Chicago for a variety of other 
purposes. The most notable fact about the system is that 
when the work on these tunnels under the streets began, 
they were supposedly for use only as conduits for telephone 
wires. In 1908 a company was incorporated to use them 
for traction, and a writer in the Scientific American says 
that now “far below the surface of Chicago's streets, 
scores of electric locomotives are pulling freight trains 
that are taking thousands of: tons of coal into the boiler 
rooms of skyscrapers without’ dirt, noise or sign of effort 
in the street.” They rerfove ashes after unloading coal and 
also carry daily ‘‘many thousands of tons of freight which 
was formerly carried over the streets in wagons.”’ It does 
not appéar how far this notable progress in the use of the 
“conduits” was actually an afterthought. and how far a 
diplomatic method of reaching the result with the least 
political trouble. According to the reports, however, the 
use now made of vilectricity below the surface promises a 
revolution in the handling of the bulk of) freight moved 
here and there in the crowded modern city! 


AUTOMOBILE “LINES” IN THE ROCKIES. 

The automobiles built for the “Uintah Railroad Co.”’ 
to take the place of the old stage coach on Rocky Moun- 
tain roads afe driven by a two-cylinder engine with a 
maximum speed of 18 miles an hour. The whole effort in 
making them was to make them capable of standing the 
roughest usage and of climbing the steepest grades.

THE CAMERA AS AN ORGAN OF VISION. 

The most notable fact about the discovery of the new

inforced by the microscope and the telescope, its “range 
of vision” is not only far more extensive, but far more 
reliable than of the eye. Its record in the discovery of the 
new moon of Jupiter is a new triumph, no greater, howevet, 
than those already accomplished in achievements of !q- 
stantaneous photography, apparently so miraculous that 
if they were not indisputable facts they would be incredible. 
FRENCH PIONEERING IN AFRICA. 

If Charleston, 8. C., could be connected directly with 
Nicaragua by rail, the line would give.a fair idea of the 
extent of the road by which the French government proposes 
to connect Oran, a city of about 50,000 people in 
Algiers, with Timbuctoo, on the Niger, in the darkest part of 
French Africa. The road which is being built chiefly 
by convict labor at an expense of between $0,000 and 
$50,000 a_mile, has already been pushed beyond the Atlas 
Mountains and extended from Ain-Sefra to Beni-Unif, which 
is its present terminus in the desert the French government 
has fortified, The two trains running over it carry chiefly 
freight, as passengers from the “great * are not) 
numerous. One of the freight staples is the alfa, or sparto, 
grass exported to England to be made into paper. The 
line, in reaching Timbuctoo and the Niger, will cross the 
Algerian Sahara, now wholly under French control. It is 
a formidable desert, but to the north it*is interspersed with 
many cultivated oases, and there are Arabs enough in these 
to make French railroad building dangerous when they #re 
not conciliated. One French method of conciliating them 
is the digging of artesian wells along the routes of ‘the. 
caravans, Some of these wells connect with underground 
streams and start the flow of great volumes of water. One 
dug by the French in ‘“‘Sidi-Rached@” in the desert, with 
a surface flow of over a thousand gallons a minute, was 
named by the Arabs “The Well of Gratitude.” Another is 
called the ‘Fountain of Peace,” to suggest the idea that 
the water thus introduced in the Sahara is beneficial enough 
to make it worth while to stop fighting the French. 

As French Africa extends through the Soudan to the 
Ivory Coast of the Atlantic, the immense plans of improving 
‘Africa which develop in the Paris papers have a field ex- 
tending from the Liberian frontier to the Mediterranean. 


THE STRUGGLE FOR THE WIRELESS TELEPHONE. 

In summing up his attempts to find a means of making 
the “wireless telephone’ a practical success for commercial 
uses, Mr. Frederick Collins concludes that the advance on 
the discoveries of Bell made by Ernest Ruhmer has such 
a future, though he does not seem to have made great 
progress towards it. 

Bell’s principle, which he afterwards developed in the 
‘‘photophone” for transmitting strains of music “‘wirele’sly”’ 
by means of a beam of light acting on the metal selenium, 
was so developed by Ruhmer that the human voice, at first 
audible only a few hundred yards, can now be experimental- 
ly transmitted several miles without wires. The system 
here differs from that of “induction” by which the voice 
can be’ transmitted for limited distances between parallel 
wires. Both, "however, depend on the same principle of 
modulating air waves, other waves or light wayes as they 
are modulated naturally by the volce, and then of “re- 
ceiving’ them in such a way that they will be reproduced 
in their exact order. 

After the wireless telegraph sends vibrations modulated 
into a language code of inaudible signs across the ocean, 
it seems that there ought to be no great difficulty in ad- 
vancing at once to the wireless telephone in operation for 
similar distances. The great range and complexity of com- 
bination possible for the human voice is only one of the 
difficulties. The Interferamce of fog is another. While it 
may be taken for granted that the wireless telephone in 
everyday business is one of the certainties of the future, 
it is still only a “scientific demonstration,”’ and it may re- 
main so until it is developed by some idea which has not 
yet entered Into the experiments with it. 


RUSSIAN WOMEN. 
From Harper’s Weekly. 


It is difficult for an American to understand that freedom, 
as we know it, does not exist in Russia. There the legal po- 
sition of: woman is“far from satisfactory. She hardly ever 


belongs to herself, but is always under the tutelage of some 
one. 

As a daughter the Russian woman is under the entire 
control of her parents. Her coming of age does not alter 
her position. She simply changes the authority of her par- 
ents for the no less rigid authority of her husband. As the 
Russian statute puts it: “One person cannot reasonably be 
expected to fully satisfy two such unlimited powers as that 
of husband and parent!’’ 

The unlimited power of the parent is withdrawn, and that 
of the husband substituted. She cannot leave her lord, 
even to visit a neighboring town, without a “pass’’ from 
him. He names the time she is permitted to stay, and at 
the end;of that time she is bound to:-return or to get the 
pass renewed. 

A husband may appear in a court of law as a witness 
against his wife, but a wife is not allowed to appear against 
her husband. A woman's evidence in Russia is always re- 
garded as of less weight than that of a man.

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LAY NURSES IN FRENCH 
HOSPITALS ON STRIKE 


Special Cable to the Post-Dispatch and 
New York World. 
MARSBILLES. March 18.—The substitu- 
tion of lay nurses and attendants in the 


place of nuns in all the hospitals of this 
city is beginning to give the municipal au- 
therities serious concern. 

he lay employes of ell the hospitals 
formed an association and formulated their 
grievances and sent them to the office of 
putéic aesistance. The complaints were 
Principally based on the insufficiency of 
the pay they receive and the long hours. 
while they declared that doing duty longer 
than 16 hours a day was dangerous to thelr 
own health. 

The authorities answered the hospital em- 
ployes with statistics which proved that 
the nuns, who never left the hospitals, did 
not suffer from a death rate higher than 
the normal, and refused to comply with 
the employes’ request. This refusal gave 
a pretext to all the nurses and hospital at- 
tendants in the city to abandon their posts 
and go on strike, causing great suffering 
and many deaths among their patients, 
who were deprived of all attendance for 
several days.

NINE THOUSAND IS

NEW YORK, March 18.—More than one 
million immigrants will be added to the 
population of the United States in the 
current fiscal year, if the estimates of the 
government officials hold good, 

The floodgates of Europe are wide 
open and a great tidal wave of humanity 
is sweeping upon these shores. All the in- 
dications point to a record-breaking year, 
and the figures for March sustain this 
view. Ten vessels with 9388 immigrants 
arrived in two days recently. Government 
officials estimate that 30,000 more will ar- 
rive in the 10 days following. 


Attracted by Good Times. 

These immigrants are attracted by the 
good times in the United States and the 
opportunity to find work without difficulty. 
More than seventy per cent of the Italians 
are expected to seek work in building rail- 
roads. About one-half of the newcomers 
from Germany and Ireland are young wom- 
en in search of places as house servants, 
and every one of them is sure of a home 
and good pay. 

As compared with former years, immi- 
gration has been steadily rising ever since 
last November. It is unuswal for the rush 
to set In during the winter season. It 
seldom begins earlier than March and the 
high-water mark is reached in April and 
May; yet the opening months of this year 
showed almost double the arrivals of the 
same months of 194. The record for last 
Jamuary was 41,406, as against 23,12) in 
January, 1904, and for February, 4,60, as 
against 28,007 in 1904. 

This increase so early in the year por- 
tends nothing less than a deluge of foreign- 
ers. To carry them over every available 
passenger-carrying ship has been put in 
commission and many tramp steamships 
have been chartered in addition, while all 
the regular passenger boats are booked to 
thelr full capacity for the next three 
menths. 

It is estimated that 80,000 persons will ar- 
rive in the present month, against 66,000

40,000 Patients in State. 


Dr. Stewart, the author of the bill, says 
that statistics show over 4,000 persons in 
Missouri are now suffering from tubercu- 
losis. Hundreds of unfortunates in the big 
cities live in tenements and have no chance 
of combating the disease in their present 
situation. The state sanitarium wil] offer 
an asylum of hope for many of these un- 
fortunates. 

There is nothing compulsory about the 
handling of the matter. All patients must 
come voluntarily to the sanitarium, Those 
who can efford to pay will be expected to 
do so. Those who cannot afford to pay 
for their quarters will be taken care of 
by the state. 

Hundreds are now subject to the disease 
by hereditary tendencies and, by removing 
by them to a sanitarium of this kind, thou- 
sands are freed from the danger of infec- 
tion. 

Remove tuberculosis sputum and the 
spread of the disease can be effectually 
prevented. 

Missouri followed in the footsteps 
Maine, New York, New Hampshire, Rhode 
Island, Pennsylvania, Maryland, New 
Jersey, Massachusetts, Wisconsin, Minne- 
sota and Vermont in inaugurating a sys- 
tematized warfare on consumption. 

Massachusetts took official action against 
tuberculosis in 1895, whe she appropriated 
$150,000 for the establishment of a sani- 
tarium for treating the victims of the dis- 
ease. New York has already invested 
$257.000 in a similar institution. The New | 
Hampshire Legislature appropriated $.- 
000 for the establishment of a sanitarium, 
but the bill was vetoed by the governor. 
Little Rhode Island set aside $75,000 for the 
crusade against consumption recently. 
Maryland appropriated $20,000 for the ex- 
pense of a state commission to devise ways 
and means for stopping the ravages of the 
disease within her bounds. 


Hospitals Excelled. 

That the open-air treatment and proper 
means of disinfection are far more ef- 
fectual in the campaign against consump- 
tlor. than the hospital is now generally ac- 
knowledged. 

The Missouri Dif was drawn up and 
pushed through the House and Senate by 
Dr. James Stewart. representative from 
Warren County. 

The bill carries with it an appropria- 
(ion of $59,000, to he expended in building 
and equipping an inatitution, which will 
probably be located in the Ozark mount- 
aains. Gov. Folk is empowered by the 
bill to appoint a commission of five mem- 
bers, two of which are to be physicians, to 
carry out the provisions of the act. 

The ‘commission will select the site and 
prescribe rules and regulations for the con 
duct of the Institution. The sanitarium is 
to be located near some thriving town 
with good railroad facilities and plenty of 
clear water.

LAAGER ACREAGE 
FOR TEXAS TE! 


Government Experiments So Suc- 
cessful That Cultivation Will 
Be Increased Fourfold. 


Special to the TPost-Dispatch. 

PIERCE, Tex., March 15.—What bids fair 
to become a great and important industry 
in the coast country of Texas is the culti- 
vation of tea, though the infant is yet in 
its swaddling clothes. The farm on which 
the government is conducting an experi- 
ment with tea culture is near Mackay in 
Wharton County, on the New York, Texas 
& Mexican Raliroad, and is under the di- 
rection of Mr. Fred W. Clark. According 
to Mr. Clark, 2 acres were planted in 
tea plants in February, 194%. The scions 
were set in rows five feet apart and two 
feet on the row. The first year they at- 
tained a growth of two feet. This spring 
they were cut back one foot in order to 
make them bush. Notwithstanding the se- 
vere cold of this winter, a thing so unusual 
for South Texas, the plants have suffered 
no damage beyond the slight singeing of the 
leaves. The roots and wood were not hurt 
at all. The plants will yield some tea this 
summer, but nothing Nke a crop need be 
ex t until the plants are three years 
ol4. Twenty-five bushels of seed has been 
planted this spring for securing scions to 
plant 100 acres more next fall.

“You look very well, indeed, Miss Mar- 
lowe.”’ 

“Yos, I am enjoying this season very 
much. Jt is such a pleasure to me to 
play with Mr. Sothern, and we have been 
so enthusiastically received wherever we 
have gone. In many of the cities we 
have visited the theaters. have been too 
emall for the crowds which pressed upon 
them, and we feel, of course, that we had 
not sect our hopes tov high.’

At the Winter Palace and 
later at the palace at Tsarskoe-Selo, Vec- 
sey played for the Czar and his family, and 
during his stay in Russia was the invited 
guest at seve’al grand ducal functions. 
With the lavishness that characterizes 
Russian customs in these _ cases, decora- 
tions and presents were fairly showered 
upon the little fellow who, it is related, 
bore himself with fine composure. The 
English court heart him the following year 
at Sandringham, and later at Buckingham. 
Queen Alexandra's well-known and beauti- 
ful love for children caused her to arrange 
a party in Vecsey’s honor with the express 
stipulation that he should not be called 
upon to play. The lad late in the afternoon 
heard of this, and, excusing himself,

Before coming to the United 
States Vecsey appeared once more at a 
public concert in Berlin, at which Joachim 
directed the orchestra in person.

Joachim 
himself was seen to stand at the dirigental 
desk as in a trance, while the little fellow, 
with flawless intonaton and perfect se- 
quence, filled in on two strings & measure 
left by the composer to the interpreter's 
instant invention. 
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SWORD-PLAY ON THE STAGE, ITS 
HISTORY, IMPORTANCE AND SKILL 


Ry JAMES K. HACKDTT. 
Ii1E sword is probably the oldest of 
T all theatrical properties—except, per- 
bape, the torch. It would be a pret- 
ty question to decide which of the two 
holds precedence in point df antiquity. The 
sword, Lowever, has assuredly played the 
more important part on the stage, and it 
n= popular now as it ever Was. 
You can trust a good bit of sword play 
~'f it is wetl done—to hoist even a me- 
dinere drama into popular success. Un- 
fortunatcly, for that reason, the trusty 
blade its frequently overworked. Some 
writers of romantic drama are inclined to 
use fencing as a sort of stop-gap when- 
ever their ideas run dry or their plots 
become complicated beyond their wits in 
the matter of solution. 

That reminds me of a story that I have 
never seen in print of Ned Buntline and 
Buffalo Bill, when they first engaged in 
theatrical enterprise together. Buntline 
wrote a play entitled “The Scouts of the 
Plains.” in which Luffalo Bill was to make 
hie debut as a star. The play was writ- 
ten in two days’ time, and was, naturally, 
not a masterpiece of dramatic construc- 
tion. Puntline roalized its deficiencies, so 

rdered Buffalo Bill to stand ready in 
the wings through the entire performance,

y;rangement. But too many writers of more 
pretentious dramatic romances are inclined 
to rely upon the same device—substitut- 
ing swords for pistols. The stage 
is really worth while dramatically 
when it is the inevitable outcome of 
story and action. 

Shakspeare was fond of the sword as a 
theatrical property, and he used it, of 
course, to the very best advantage. And. 
beyond the dramatic value, in point of 
situation of his sword encounters, you wil! 
notice thet in the arrangement of all of 
rules of the game. Shakspeare was, beyond 
them he displayed expert knowledge of the 
doudSt, an excellent swordsman himself.

eNTURY.—James K. Hackett will begin his 

‘mgagetmnent at the Century Theater, com- 

mencing tomorrow hight, ip his new, ro- 
mantic drama, “The Fortunes of the King.’ Tae 
play was written by Mrs. © A. Dereine and 
Leonidas Westervelt. The character essayed by 
Mr. Hackett is that of Charles Stuart, later 
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the spectacular fencing of the stage ef- 
fective. 

It is most necessary to be accurate in 
the style of fencing employed, tn relation 
to the period of the play. One cannot 
make Hamlet fence in the same fashion 
as Don Cesar; nor can Richard III use 
his biade in the same manner as Rudolf 
Rassendal. I think we have improved 
somewhat in this matter of accuracy dur- 
ing recent years. Whether modern actors 
are really better swordsmen than the ac- 
tors of the past, is a quesetion that can- 
not possibly be decided. Clever Max Beer- 
bohm once said that recollections. of. the 
drama are the keenest weapons in the 
armory of old age. Therefore old play- 
ers assert without fear of contradiction 
that stage fencing is not at all what it 
was in the “palmy days.” But of this I 
am eure; we are more accurate nowa- 
dzys, and if our Stage combats are not 
more vigorous than those in the past they 
are, at least, more effective pictorially. 
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Eugene Ysaye, the Belgian violinist, 
will appear in recital, assisted by Jules 
de Befve, Pianist, at the Odeon on Mon- 
day evening, March 20, at 8:15 o'clock. 

rhis will, in all probability, be the 
last American appearance of the great 
Violin virtuoso, who is anxious to again 
take up the baton which he relin- 
quished with much reluctance in re- 
sponse to the urgent appeal to visit 
America. 

Ysaye is not given to farewell tour- 
ing. and this tour is not so announced, 
but he has expressed himself so strong- 
ly on the subject of returning to con- 
duct his orchestra that it is safe to 
presume he will refuse any offers to 
again go on tour.

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Immense Dam Is Planned Across 
the Mississippi River at Des 
Moines Falls, Short Distance 
Above Keokuk, Io, 


TO TAKE THE PLACE 
OF EXPENSIVE CANAL 


Electricity From the Falls Will 
Be Generated to Furnish Power 
to Nearby Cities After Plan at 
Niagara. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

KEOKUK, Io., March 18.—The “water 
power bill,’’ recently passed by Congress, 
provides for the damming of the Missis- 
sippi river just above Keokuk and _ the 
“drowning cf the rapids.”” As the crest 
of the river by the improvement will be 
from 3 to 3% feet above standard low 
water, boats will have nothing to fear 
from the shoals that were a terror to 
early-day navigators. The enterprise will 
put out of commission the navigation canal 
running from Keokuk to Nashville, some 
eight miles. It was opened in 1877, and 
finally completed in 1893. It costs $4,574:900. 
It has three locks, and is about 300 feet 
wide. 

In his “Life on the Mississippi,” ‘‘Mark 
Twain” describés this great engineering 
achievement: ’ 

“A mighty work which was in progress 
there (Keokuk) in my day is finished now. 
This is the canal over the rapids. It is 
eight miles long, 200 feet wide and is in 
no place less than € feet deep. Its ma- 
sonry is of the majestic kind which the 
War Department usually deals in, and will 
endure like a Roman aqueduct. The work 
cot $4,000,000 or $5,000,000.”" 


Develops Immense Power. 

It is characteristic of modern commer- 
clal activity that within 12 years of the 
completion of a 26-year task a scheme 
should be developed illustrating an infinite- 
ly better way and one that will slay two 
peasant with one javelin—safety for the 
traffic and power for the whole country- 
side. 

The project is epitomized in sections 1 
and 6 of the specifications before Congress: 

“I. It is proposed to build a dam across 
the Mississippi river at the foot of the 
Des Moines rapids, between Keokuk, Io., 
anc Hamilton, Ill., with the crest from 
30 to 3% feet above standard low water and 
with a length of 5000 to 7000 feet, the pre- 
cise location, length and height to be de- 
termined in the final plans. The project 
will produce §,000 @ffective horse-power 
constantly and this is to be utilized for In- 
dustrial and other purposes in the vicinity 
and for transmission to outlying cities and 
towns within the economic radius. 

“6. It is propsed to drown the rapids 
by a dam at the foot to provide a singe 
lock for navigation and to construct water 
power plants at the short ends.”’ 

The estimated cost of erecting the dam, 
building tunnels, power house, towers, 
installing turbines, generators, etc., is $6,- 
000,000 dollars, in round figures. — = 
claimed this money will be forthcoming 
as soon as the promoters have completed 
details of the work. 


Property Values Increase. 


The passage of the bill pas increased the 
value of property on Dol sides of the 
canal 2 per cent, and i? is steadily ad- 
vancing. Elder H. R. Trickett of Bacon, 
Mo.. who owns a 12-acre tract of land near 
Nauvoo, which he has been trying to sell 
for several years for $300, came over this 
week to close a deal at that figure. Before 
he reached town he was offer $350 for it 
by another party, and while here got a bid 
for $400 cash. He withdrew his land from 
the market. 

‘‘Feelers’’ are being made to ascertain the 
strength of the demand for power. Good 
towns within a radius of 100 miles will be 
offered service for lighting, trolley svs- 
tems and factories at a price largely dis- 
counting the cost of a private power plant. 
The company has secured several large

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tracts of land near the proposed dam for 
the erection of factories. The general plan 
is to follow the system at Niagara. With 
the establishment of abundant power. 
manufacturing villages will spring up all 
along the submerged rapids and islands, 
and trolley lines connect them. The current 
will be sent to the great coal mine regions 
of north Missouri, and used for hauling 
and for lighting entries. The promoters 
claim that within a decade nearly every 
ounce of power the fall can produce will he 
utilized. basing their estimate on the 
natural increase In population and develop- 
ment. 

The ploneer project on the upper Missis- 
sippi is expected to contribute lorgely to 
other enterprises of a similar character. 
that will result in an improvement of the 
water way. and the cheapness of power.

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COMMISSION'S WORK 
NEARLY FINISHED 


Appraisement of Indian Territory 
Townsites Will Be Com- 
pleted by June 30, ~ 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

MUSKOGEE, I. T., March 18.—Inspector 
Wright has announced that the govern- 
ment townsite commission will resume 
work at once, and that the appraisement 
of townsites in the Indian Territory will 
be completed by June 30 of the present 
year. The townsite commissioners were 
laid off on December 1, on account of a 
shortage in the appropriation. The last 
Congress, in the deficiency bill, set aside 
$10,000 for the completion of the townsite 
work, which will be aVnilable at once. 
There are now only fifteen government 
townsites to be appraised in Indian Ter- 
ritory. Eleven of them are In the Cherokce 


nation. In the Choctaw nation ai] the ap- 
praisements have been finished except fn 
the towns of Krebs and Haileyville. 

The appraisement of the town lots in 
the government townsite of Sulphur, in 
the Chickasaw nation, and the winding up 
of a few minor matters, will complete the 
task of the townsite commission there. 

In the Creek nation, only one town, Boyn- 
ton, is yet to be appraised, the plat for 
that towrisite being still in the hands of 
the interior department awaiting approval. 

With the completion of the work of the 
townsite commission next June no new 
government townsites will be laid out. A 
person, railroad or other company or cor- 

yration, can start a town, as has been 
done for several months past, where the 
title to the townsite was secured before it 
was laid out, by having the allotment 
alienated in the regular way and securing 
title to the townsite before selling the lots.

Representatives of oi] 
companies, in the vicinity of this city, 
deny that they would be so reckless ag to 
allow such quantities of oil to escape, 
and there being no wells of importance 
between this city and Muncie, an investi- 
gation was ordered. A driller named Wil- 
son was from the oil field, east 


of Muncie, and followed the river to this 
city. He says that the oil in the river is 
of the same quality to a point 27 miles 
east of this city. 

The theory now advanced is that an oil 
well on the river bank, six miles east of 
Muncie was ore shot with a very 
heavy charge of nitroglycerine. Only a 
small flow of oil resulted, and the well 
was regarded as a failure. Until last week 
oll was observed coming up near the cen- 
ter of the river. It is thought now that 
the shooting of the well caused a crevice 
in the river bed, and the rush of oil was 
deflected from the well to the river bed. 
How to overcome such a condition, if 
true, is a puzzle to the oil men. Mean- 
while the oil on the “ae er endangers prop- 
erty along the river banks, and precau- 
tion is being taken against fir fire.

SOME BATTLESHIPS TO 


GO ON RESERVE DUTY 


Roster of Our Navy Now Shows 
We Will Have Forty Partly Ar- 
mored Vessels When Present 
Contracts Are Finished. 


By Wire from the Washinoton Bureau of 
the Post-Dispatch. 
WASHINGTON, March, 18.—Since_ the 
adjournment of Congress, toward the close 
of which both Houses agreed upon a naval 
program for the next fiscal year, there 
has been considerable quiet talk about the 
future construction of warships. Stow the 
House and Senate combated departmental 
plans for large authorizations of new 
ships is still fresh in memory. Congress, 
about one-third as 
much as the first estimate of the general 
board, and this was allowed only after 
a strenuous fight, during which the Pres- 
ident made personal appeals to members 

to stand for two battleships. 

The President and the department 
acquiescing fully in the action of Con- 
gress in that regard. The reluctange of 
senators and members toward voting such 
enormous naval appropriations has been 
taken at ite true significance. The Pres- 
ident told some of his visitors, while the 
navy bill was under consideration in the 
House, that he never intended again to 
recommend the construction of a specific 
number of ships. The difficulties attend- 
ing such a recommendation had become 
apparent to him. And, subsequently, he 
also expressed his satisfaction with what 
Congress did and also his conviction that 
the general trend of speeches in Senate 
and House regarding naval appropriations 
must be respected. These comments from 
the President have shown his accord with 
the views about new construction ex- 
pressed by Mr. Hale, chairman of the 
Senate committee on-naval affairs. When 
the bill was in the Senate the very last 
days of February, the senator said on 
that subject: 


Make Good for Wear and Tear. 

“It is only a question of assuming a rea- 
sonable program, and I hope we will come 
next year to it, so that we will build one 
battleship a year ‘tO make good the waste 
of time. I thifk’ Wwe ought to build smalier 
yessels; but It%S H6t worth while to raise 
that issue. Let us have a program of 
about, say $12,000,000 or $15,000,000 a year of 
new increases to the navy to make -good 
the ravages of time; and after four or five 
years the annual appropriations will drop, 
to anything like what has been esti- 
mated, but below $100,000,0U0 a year.”’ 

Statements at the White House offices 
within a few days indicate that the Presi- 
dent and Senator Hale are now in practical 
in this view of naval expenditures, 
former has said that he believes the 
warships now built and being built con- 
stitute a navy large enough for the present 
needs of the United States. That will make 
a total of about 40 armored ships, either 
in the water, on the stocks, or authorized.

PLAN IS TO FORCE THE 
UNDERSECRETARY OUT. 


At Same Time, Balfour Admits 
Home Rule Is the Great Ques- 
tion of the Hour and- Rebukes 
Member Who Says It’s Swoon- 


ing.

The most important item of news from 


Ireland during the last week has been the 
resignation of Chief Secretary George 
Wyndham. He was the minister responsi- 
le for the government of Ireland. 

Wyndham’'s resignation is another strong 
argument in favor of home rule. He was 
considered one of the ablest men of the 
government, but, finding that he could do 
nothing in the direction of reforming Dub- 
lin Castle, he began to favor Irish legisla- 
tive independence. In this attitude he met 
with the violent opposition of the Orange 
Unionist members from Ulster, who desire 
a continuation of the present intolerable 
conditions. Wyndham, however, lowered 
his colors to this same Orange faction, be- 
cause he permitted the cabinet to censure 
Sir Anthony MacDonnell, who was his un- 
dersecretary in Ireland. | ) : | 
The MacDonnell incident has given rise 
to one of the most spirited debates that 
has been heard:in the House of Commons 
in recent years. The controversy has spread 
until has become the most-discussed topic 
in the British Isles. Sir Anthony MacDon- 
nell js a Roman Catholic and a Liberal in 
politics. For many years he held a high 
position in the government of India and 
was known as an able administrator. For 
his services to the India government he 
was kniehted. He did not seek the posi- 
tion of undersecretary for Ireland. 

MacDonnell's fitness for. the Irish office 
was urged by no less a person than Lord 
Lansdowne, the secretary of state for 
foreign affairs. It was also reported at the 
time that King Edward himself had rec- 
ommended him to Mr. Balfour as a ca- 
pable man to assist in ma~aging the in- 
tricate affairs of Dublin Castle. Before 
MacDonald's appointment there was an 
explicit understanding between him and 
Wyndham that his position as undersec- 
retary was to be no perfunctory affair, but 
that he should have adequate opportunities 
of influencing the policy and acts of the 
Irish administration. He said that he was 
greatly attracted by the chance of doing 
something for Ireland. 

It was MacDonnell’s co-operation that 
enabled Lord Dunraven to launch his 
“Trish Reform Association,”’ and his ac- 
tion in this respect was thoroughly well 
known to and approved by the British 
government and the chief secretary and 
lord HMeutenant of Ireland. Nevertheless, 
at the instigation of the unionist members 
from Ulster, who form but an insignificant 
minority of the Irish representatives, the 
Cabinet passed a vote of censure on him 
for having, with formal authority, gone 
beyond his jurisdiction in political affairs. 


Orange Faction Feared. 

All these facts were brought out in the 
debate on Redmond’s amendment to the 
address, and it was also elicited that the 
principal men in the Tory government do 
not believe in the Dublin Castle system 
of government, and that they would alter 
it were it not for fear of the miserable 
Orange faction in Ireland. 

The “Irish Reform Association’’ of Lord 
Dunraven is important only in that it im- 
piles condemnation of Eng ish methods of 
governing Ireland, and also that it is an 
‘ndex to the .remarkable change in the 
opinions of men of Dunraven's class on 
the Jrixh question. Dunraven’s panacea is, 
of course, moderate in the extreme, and 
merely touches the fringe of the question. 
It can never be accepted as the national 
demand of Ireland, even though backed by 
all the dukes, earls and lords in the Emer- 
ald Isle. 

Ireland’s demand is plain and unmis- 
takable, and has not been changed in any 
reepect during the last 100 years. It is for 
a restoration of her native legislature, as 
it existed before the union, free and inde- 
pendent as the assemblies of Australia and 
of Canada. Dunraven’s ideea proposes an 
Irish financial council, to be composed of 
a certain number of members appointed 
by the lord lieutenant and an equal num- 
her chosen from representatives of the peo- 
ple popularly elected, the council to be un- 
der the presidency of the lord lieutenant, 
subject, however, to the supreme control 
of the imperial Parliament. It proposes 
also that to this council, or some similar 
body, there should be given powers of leg- 
islation regarding specially Irish matters, 
such as railways, gas and waterworks, city 
and town improvements and other matters 
pertaining to local or provincial interests. 

The debate on Redmond’s amendment 
brought out into clear light the hypocrisy 
of the Tory government of Ireland in their 
pretense of regarding their rule in that

Is Much Less Than Had 
Been Expected. 


TO BREAK RECORDS IN 1909. 


Peach Trees Are the Only Ones 
That Suffered Materially 
From the Cold Snap.

DES MOINES, Io., March 18.—The out- 
look for fruit in Iowa this year is better 
than for many years. This was the verdict 
passed on the situation by Secretary Wesley 
Greene of the State Horticuitural Society. 
The following figuras have been com- 
pile¢ by him from extensive reports re- 
cefved from all sections of the staie, show- 
ing the condition in percentage on @ basis 
of 100 of each of the fruits at the present

The only trees which have suffcred any 
material damage are the peach trees, Their 
buds have been killed, uniformly. except 
when covered by snow, and in many places 
the trees themselves have been killed or 
badly injured by the severe cold. 

Some tender cherry buds have been killed 
and also some domestic and Japanese plum 
buds, but this damage is not very material, 
in the judgment of Mr. Greene. 

The mice have committed some dcepre- 
dations on account of the depth of the 
snow, nibbling the bark at the roots of 
many trees, but the fruit growers gre not 
alarmed about that. 

The strawberry beds never were in hct- 
ter condition in Iowa than they now are, 
except in those places where the snow had 
been blown off them, and the number of 
these is very small. 

Both red and black raspberry canes have 
been damaged a little by the severe cold 
in some sections, but this, also, is not ma- 
terial. 

All in all, the season is extremely prom- 
ising for fruit. “If the future is as good 
as the past has been,”’ said Mr. Greene 
last night, “Iowa will have a record-broak- 
ing fruit crop in the year 19%. And the in- 
dications are very promising for it.’

How can it be expected that’ Ireland 
could be fairly governed when for the last 
35 years every chief secretary hasbeen a 
foreigner? Since the union 61 years ago, 
there have been 53 changes in the office of 
chief secretary, and of these only seven 
have been Irish by birth, and not one o 
the whole number belonged to the religtous 
creed of the people of Ireland, or had any 
sympathy with their political aspirations.

Fifty-five million dollars are an- 
nuailly collected in Ireland for imperial 
taxation. and of this sum eight millions 
are spent in running the government. 

The cost of the civil government per head 
of the population of Ireland is just twice as 
much as the cost per head in England. The 
police and the prison system in Ireland 
costs three times that of the police and 
prisor system in Scotland, though the pop- 
ulation is about the same, and though the 
annual criminal statistics show that there 
is less crime in Ireland than there is in 
Scotland. 

During the last 10 years the population of 
Ireland has gone down about a quarter of 
& million, and the taxation of Ireland has 
increased by $15,000,000 a year. The 
cost of the Irish government has gone up 
in 11 years from $27,000,000 to $37,000,000. Aw 
this, be it remembered, is Irish money, 
and those who pay have no power what- 
ever as to how it should be expended. 
Still the Irish are expected to be loyal 
subjects of His Imperial Majesty Edward 
Vil, and to shout “hallelujah”’ and “God 
Save the King’’ whenever a sclon of the 
House of Hanover visits the Green Isle.

HITTING LEVERAGE 
NOT BIG. MUSCLES 


Expert Edgren Explains Why 
Light-Muscled Fighters Punch 
Harder Than Heavy Men. 


BY ROBERT EBEDGREN. 

NEW YORK, March 18.—Yesterday I 
stood in Elmer's gymnasium watching 
Franke Erne, who was boxing. Capt. God- 
frey, a surgeon in the United States Army, 
turned to me and said: “Did you ever no- 
tice Erne’s elbows?’’ 

“Not particularly.”’ 

“Well, notice them now.”’ 

“They seem to be a littl bit bony.” 

“That's it,"’ replied the captain. ‘‘There’s 
where he gets his hitting power. Erne is 
a smooth-looking fellow. He isn’t muscled 
like a blacksmith, is he? Well, he’s twice 
as strong as most men of his weight.”’ 

“Why?” 

“Strength is all a matter of leverage,” re- 
plied Capt. Godfrey. “The size of a man's 
muscles hasn't anything to do with his 
strength or his hitting power. Everything 
desends upon the leverage at the joints. If 
aman has a good long clbow joint then 
he has a strong arm. It doesn’t take a big 
muscle to move it if there is good lever- 
age. Do you remember what Fitzsimmons’ 
elbows look like?’ 

I did. Fitz had bony elbows. The mus- 


cles are long and not at all extraordinary 
in size. But his elbows stick out in bony 
bumps. 

‘That's where Fitzsimmons’ great hit- 
ting power comes in,”’ declared Capt. God- 
frey. “All of his joints are long. There is 
plenty of leverage. His muscles are under 
good nerve control—the leverage does the 
rest.’’

INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., March 18.—Rep- 


resentatives of a new religious order are 
appearing in all parts of Indiana. The 
‘leaders of the sect style it the 
Rush.’ The order is infesting the eastern 
part of the state to such an extent that it 
‘s attracting the attention of the authori- 
ties, and the jails in that part of Indiana 
contain many members of the organization. 

The cause for the arrests is the manner 
of working which the sect has. All ordl- 
nary mortals respect religion in almost 
any phase, but not so with this order of 
the “Burning Bush.” They respect no 
religion but their own. 

The Rev. Hamilton Pursley of Randolph 
County is one of the leaders. He claims 
to have had a vision recently in which he 
was commanded by Christ to go among the 
people and warn them that his second com- 
ing is but a matter of a very short time. 

The method of work adhered to by the 
“Rurning Bush’’ Is to organize armies 
which go about from town tc town spread- 
ing the gospel. The army Invades a town 
and then etrikes terror to it by walking 
the streets and deriding the character of 
the populace in general. 

The armies being organized by the well- 
known minister are numerous, despite the 
fact that the speakers are said by some to 
be “fanatics.” Others, however, adhere 
vericthe to the teachings as laid down by 
the leader, the Rev. Pursiey, claiming that 
the Bible teaches the same doctrine re- 
garding the rich man. Consequently many 
are disposing of their earthly possessions 
in order to be better fitted for the entrance 
into the heavenly kingdom. 

The invasion of the armies in some local- 
ities of the state has become 80 obnoxious 
that the police have been forced to resort 
to wholeealc§ arrests. Sometimes the 
preachers of the order, who are women as 
well as men, co near to sume church where 
services are being held end greatly inter- 
fere by their boisterous rroclaimings and 
their loud talking. This is one of the 
reasons why so many of the followers of 
the “Burning Bush" are tin fail. 


No Fines Are Paid. 


Fines are not paid by the exhorters of 
this new religion. They claim they are 
following the commands of the Lord when 
they suffer incarceration on account of 
their arrest. They claim that God would 
not pay a fine for spreading his religious 
belief, so they will not pay fines. 

They profess that they are never happier 
than when rosting in jail, where, they be- 
lieve, they are following out the doctrines 
as it should be. Some of them have even 
been incarcerated for weeks, though they 
possessed ample means with which to gain 
their liberty, but they would think no 
more of paying for their liberty than to 
commit murder. 

The operations of the “Burning Bush’ 
are extending to such proportions that 
great isgnificance is being attached to the 
work and efforts are being made in various 
sections of the state for checking them. 
The crusade started near Richmond.

Harry B. Hawes intends to cease active 

political work after the spring election. 
Answering a Post-Dispatch reporter's 
question as to the truth or falsity of a 
rumor that he would do so, Mr. Hawes 
dictated this statement yesterday: 

“As I announced at the opening of the 
present Democratic campaign, last 
Wednesday night, it is my intention to 
withdraw from active politics. For six 
or seven years I have devoted a great por- 
tion of my time to building up the Dem- 
ocratic party in St. Louls and attempting 
to put into office good public officials. 

“Immediately after my defeat for the 
nomination ‘for governor, I decided to go 
through that campaign and support my 
opponent for election and then retire. Urg- 
ent appeals were made to me by candi- 
dates on the local Democratic ticket and 
others to stay in until after last fall's 
election. A@®@ the beginning of the year I 
withdrew from the presidency of the Jef- 
ferson Club, my intention being at that 
time to have nothing to do with this 
spring's. campaign. 

“The determination of the party, how- 
ever, to renominate Mr. Wells, for whom 
l have the highest personal and political 
regard, again pushed me into this. con- 
test. After it is over, I except to be 
out of practical politics. I1 shall probably 
make a few speeches for my party from 
time to time and remain interested in its 
success, but will abandon the work in pri- 
mary elections and practical political man- 
agement, excepting so far as good citizen- 
ship requires. 

“Politics, has @ great fascination for any- 
one who once gets into it, and it is al- 
most as hard to get out as it is to get 
in. You soon find that a great: many men 
commence to lean on you; when you auit, 
they suffer. To accomplish anything in 
politics, it requires nearly a man's en- 
tire time, and, as the law business of my 
firm is increasing, I find that it is an 
injustice to my partners to devote so 
much time to political work.

On the bord- 
erland it was perhaps bitterer than at 
either ‘extreme. 

Maj. Warner was a northern man—a na- 
tive of Wisconsin and a soldier in the union 
army. Yet he was repeatedly chosen for 
elective offices and was always recognized 
as a dangerous political opponent, even in 
a state in which his party was for years in 
a minority. 

The new senator was born in Wisconsin 
in 1840. His education was received at the 
Universities of Wisconsin an@ Michigan. 
Admitted to the bar just before the out- 
break of the war, he at once enlisted and 
rose from the rank of Heutenant to that 
of major. . 


He was elected city attorney of Kansas

City in 1867, circuit attorney in 1869 and 
mayor in 1871. 

From 1882 to 1884 he served as United 
States District Attorney. In 1898 he was re- 
appointed by President McKinley, and has 
remained in office ever since. 

He served in Congress as representative 
from the Fifth Missouri district from 1885 
to 1889. 
governor, and in 1887 received the Repub- 
lican vote for United States senator 
against the late George G. Vest. 

In 1872 he was a presidential elector, and 
for the past thirty years he has been a 
delegate to every national convention. 

Of the Graha Army of the Republic in 
Missouri he was the first department com- 
mander. From 1888 to 18898 he was na- 
tional commander-in-chief.

VUN PLEHVE'S 
ASSASSINATION 


Slayer of Russian Minister of the 
Interior Relates the Motives 
Which Impelled Him to the 
Crime and the Objects Gained. 


¢|DESCRIBES CONVERSION 
TO TERRORISTS’ CAUSE 


Imprisonment and Exile for the 
Entertainment of Beliefs Turns 
Peace Loving Lad Into a Sworn 
Enemy of His Oppressors. 


Correspondence of the Associated Press. 

sT. PETERSBURG, March 1.—Before 
Sasoneff, the assassin of Minister of th: 
Interior von Plehve, was brought to trial 
he composed a statement which he intended 
to present to the judges as a justification 
of his act. 

Owing to the limited time allowed at the 
trial Sasoneff was unable to read the docu- 
ment to the judges, being obliged to con- 
tent himself with a brief oral -*e@meqse=® 
The document sets forth the views and 
aims of the fighting organization of the 
social revolutionary party. Penhaps the 
most interesting portion of the statement is 
the pathetic personal biography of Sas- 
oneff, who was driven by sufferings in exile 
to the ranks of the terrorists, by whom he 
was chosen to kill Von Plehve. 

Saseneff’s statement, in part, follows: 

“We Socialists are not a party of force. 
Our party is in principle against ail forms 
o§ force and attaining their aims by 
force. The ideals of the party, are all of 
a peaceful character. 

‘It is our task to try to learn the needs 
of the people, and also to learn how they 
can be fulfilled. We Socialists find that 
in society all the means of  pro- 
duction ought not to belong to individuals, 
but to society at large, and should always 
be under the control and management of 
the people. Such is our final ideal, which 
means peace. 


Persecuted Like Criminals, 

“We are persecuted as government crim- 
inals and subject to punishment for parti- 
cipation in club meetings where we 4dis- 
cuss our tasks. We are subjected to hu- 
miliating corporal punishment, beaten 
with knouts, tranipled over by horses and 
fired on when we decide to come out into 
the air and declare publicly our views aud 
express our demands. 

"The sad necessity of terroristic acts 
falls on the party wholly taken up with a 
peaceful fight. Oniy when all other means 
are exhausted we answer by death. Only 
after insufferable tortures, awful humilia- 
tion of citizens and revolutionists do we 
Zo to extreme measures. 

“Consequently i state that when throw- 
ing the bomb at M. Plehve I] did not think 
that it would fall on the existing form of 
government in Russia. I threw the bomb 
at M. Pilehve, not in his capacity as a 
Russian minister (there are still many of 
them left), but I threw the bomb at him 
as a certain person who in a certain way 
filled the position of minister of the in- 
terior. Personal motives I had none.”’ 

At this point in his confession Sasoneft 
launches into a recital of the various al- 
leged wrongs to the common people com- 
mitted by Von Plehve. He charges him 
with suppressing not only the press, but 
the discussion by the people of their 
wrongs and oppressions, of burdening 
them with heavy taxes to a. the se- 
cret police, and provide for own per- 
sonal safety. He charges the Kishineff 
massacre of Jews to the dead minister, as 
well as the execution of many Russian 
common people, and declares that it was 
in order to show that such crimes against 
the people could not 5° unpunished that 
he was chosen to kilf Plehve. 


Tells of His Career. 


‘“Now.”’ he continued, “I would ‘tike to 
relate how I, a man by personal charac- 
ter and by my birth destined for a peace- 
ful and contented family life, was convert- 
ed into a revolutionist, and gladly under- 
took to kill Plehve. 

‘The spirit with which I was brought up 
while entirely under the influence of my 
family was_utterly opposed to every kind

SIEGE-TIME NEWSPAPERS 


Russians at Port Arthur Kept Up a Jour- 


nalistic War Precedent in Getting 
the News to the Public. 


HERE are few things more eloquent of the daugtiess 

A spirit of the Russians of Port Arthur than the fact 

that throtigh al] the horrors and sufferings of the 

siege they not only contrived to publish their newspaper, 
but to make its columns brighter than in days of peace. 

This is in splendid keeping with the traditions of war 
and sieges; for, although circled by death, somehow or 
other the buoyancy and vitality of the press suffer no 
diminution. Why, even when Lucknow, so gallantly de- 
fended by a 
whelming hordes of mutineers, was almost at its last gasp 
and expecting all the indescribable horrors of capture every 
hour, it kept its newspapers going, although it was no 
larger than a sheet of notepaper, and every line had to be 
written laboriously by hand, principally by the brave wife 
of the chaplain. 

Again, when Kandahar was besieged by the fierce Af- 
ghans the brave garrison, amid al] its anxieties and 
dangers, found time to produce a newspaper, only a small 
single sheet, it is true, but well and brightly edited 
which did excellent work in keeping up the spirits of the 
gallant soldiers. It was a beautifully lithographed sheet. 

During the Franco-Prussian war every besieged town 
kept its presses merrily going though the shells were 
shricking round the editoria] offices and 
bursting uncomfortably near the editorial 
Metz, Sedan and other beleaguered towns had their special 
siege journals, and when the supply of paper ran short.

HE magic of the “‘water finder,” or “dowser,” as he 
is called in the profession, is to be investigated at 


the Technica] College at Bristol, England, 8. T. 
Child, a well-known English dowser, having offered himselt 


as a subject. 

The tendency of science, moving on the borderland which 
lies between the physical and the spiritual domains, ha» 
lately been to show that a number of beliefs vaguely hela 
in pre-scientitic times, which were scouted as superstitions 
at the dawn of science, really contained the germs of some 
far-reaching truth. 
case in point. In the 4eventeenth century its exploits were 
an article of faith; in the nineteenth they were regarded as 
an old wife’s tale; now we see them as affording an in- 
teresting opportunity for the study of the supernormal 
powers with which certain rare individuals are endowed. 

The divining rod itself has little or nothing to say in 
the matter. Whether a hazel twig or a steel] watchspring 
or a rod of hard wood, or a bal] hanging at the end of a 
string be used to indicate the presence of water by its 
sudden movements, it is the personality of the experimenter 
that is alone responsible.

Ellis Wainwright has joined the queer collec- 
tion of adventurers, actors, journalists, fugiti,es 
from jusfice, spendthrifts, promoters, dentists and 
gamblers who form what is known as ‘‘the Ameri- 
gan colony’’ in every great European capital. It 
18 necessary to live arnongst these people and form 
a part of their stramge existence to understand 
the intense longing for home which animates 
them, the eagerness with which they welcome ev- 
ery friend or acquairtance from across the sea. 
and the pathetic manwer in which they speak of 
God's own country.’' This is true of the entire 
American colony in Landon and Paris. 

There is, however, soune mitigation of these mis- 
eries in the case of a millionaire like Wainwright. 
By large expenditure he is able to derive some en- 
joyment out of life, and the mere managemcnt of 
his property affords a gort of occupation. Wain- 
wright, for instance, has opened offices in Paris, 
where he maintains a staff of clerks in correspond- 
ence with St. Louis and attending to the invest- 
ment of his principal in Europe. 

Many things indicate that Wainwright is zet- 
ting ready to sell out his interests here and be- 
come a permanent resident of Paris. He has tak- 
en the first important step toward making him- 
self at home there under what Charles Dickens 
described as ‘‘The Cireumstances.’ He has 
formed an extensive acquaintance with the ola 
French aristocracy who have invited him to their 
beautiful country houses, where he has nade a 
round of visits. Here, amonest the ancient cha- 

teaux of France, with their historic background 
and their calm and beaut?ful surroundings, our 
St. Louis millionaire exile finds many things to 
agg him happy and to give him new interests in 
life.

Every St. Louisan knows the story of the exile of Wain- 
wright, a man whose interests in St. Louis are excelled by 
few. 

In the latter part of January, 1902, St. Louis was excited 
by the disclosure of an attempt made in October, 1900, to 
obtain by bribery from the Municipal Assembly, the grant 
of a valuable street-railway franchise. The conspirators 
had placed in escrow in safe-deposit boxes $175,000, which 
was to go to members of the controlling faction in the 
Municipal Assembly when the franchise became law. The 
legislative conspirators did their part, but the courts 
stepped in and abrogated the franchise. The beneficiaries of

Since that January, 1902—St. Louisans have re- 
ceived scraps of news of the capitalist, as travelers re- 
turning from Europe related how they had seen and talked 
with him. But no connected story of his wanderings and 
of his new method of life has ever before been given. 

Wainwright left St. Louis in October, 1901, several! 
months before the boodle disclosures. His friends con 
tended that when he indorsed the note for $175,000, he had 
no knowledge of the purpose for which the money was to 
be used and that his departure from St. Louis was in no 
way connected with an apprehension of the disclosures that 
were to come. 

“I advised Ellis Wainwright to stay away,” said an at- 
torney of St. Louis when questioned regarding this epi- 
sode. “I did not advise hin: to leave St. Louis, because he 
had gone before I was called on for advice.” 

However these things may be, Wainwright went to New 
York in October, 1901. There he occupied the apartments 
at the Normandie Hotel which he was accustomed to use 
on his business sojourns in the metropolis. On Dec. 4, 
1901, Wainwright left New York for an extended tour of 
Mediterranean countries. He went first to Cairo, Egypt, 
and thence made long trips into the surrounding districts 
to view the ruins of a civilization which wes grey before 
Greece and Rome had begun:to grow civilized.

Ysaye is not a man who cares much to talk about him- 
self. The story of his life is more or less hidden—per- 
haps mysterious. There are some phases of it which he 
has not told to any man. There was a period when Ysaye 
almost starved, He threw a little light on this early 
period of his career in the course of our interview. 

“My father was a musician—a good musician,” 
Ysaye, “but somehow or other he never seemed to receive 
the reward—I might say, the great reward—that his merit 
deserved. For many years he dwelled in a little German 
village, where he made a precarious livelihood playing in 
the orchestra and occasionally conducting concerts in sur- 
rounding towns. The name of Ysaye, while not a peculiar 
one, is a very old one. Its origin is more or less dubious, 
but I have been told it is derived from Isaac. 

“How did I become “® musician? Well, it is scarcely 
necessary to say that music came natural to me. At the 
early age of 6 my father had taught me to play on a 
smal] violin. He had destined my brother to inherit the 
musical career for the family, and for many years this 
brother was a well-known musician. Between miy sixth 
and twelfth year I played on the violin not se much 
because I was taught, but because I felt that my only 
mode of expression was through the instrument. I felt 
that I could convey my ideas better in that way than by 
actual speech. ” 

“My father encouraged me, of course, and gradually de- 
veloped in me what he considered really musical genius. 
Many of my friends began to flatter me at this time, but, 
that the mastering of the instrument 
was before me. When about the age of 19 I was 
playing in the little village of Liege when my brother, who 
had been a leading musician for many years, happened to 
be in the hall where the concert was being conducted. 

“\ violin solo had been assigned to me, and I played it 
unconscious of the fact that in putting my whole soul into 
the instrument I was really wrecking my brother’s musical 
career.

Madame 
Roland. To gather materials for this work she went to 
Paris, France. Here she was admitted to the Sorbonne, 
the institution which fille the place in France that is 
filled by Oxford and Cambridge in England and Harvard 
and Yale in America. Here she supplemented the under- 
droduate training she had received at Alleghany College 
with a post-graduate course in the field of historic re- 
search. While in Paris she also pursued original investi- 
gations into the career of Napoleon, whose character pos- 
sessed many points of similarity to another character— 
John D. Rockefeller’s—which she was destined later to deal 
with, not over a lapse of decades, but closely, face to 
face. 

Her work in these fields showed her ability. With the 
care for detail of Froude, the accuracy of Lecky, the vigor 
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the producers, the troubles of the refiners and the rebates 
of the railroads, which was the real beginning of the oil 
monopoly, were spread before her eves with all the color 
and action of life. It was a valuable qualification and it 
played an important part in the battle. 

in November, 1900, the first plan of the battle was laid 
by Miss Tarbell before the owners of McClure’s Magazine 
—the plan to expose fundamentally the greatest monopoly 
on earth. They

trust evil. They seized upon the idea 
of Miss Tarbell as an opening to their project. They 
authorized her to proceed with the collection of data. 

Ilere was a work that required all the industry, perse 
verence and patience she had learned in her previous re- 
searches. There was no lack of material with which to 
work and there was no need for original detective work 
and very little need for investigation other than docu- 
mentary. 

From the time of the formation of the South Improve- 
ment Co., which was the progenitor of the Standard Oil 
Co., the eve of the public had been upon it, with interest 
if not with animosity. The public prints carried news ot 
ite doings, so far as the newspaper writers were able to 
penetrate the secrecy maintained by the oil officials. More 
important, however, was the material unearthed by legis- 
lative investigations which were leveled at the Standard 
from its first beginning in 1872. 

The competitors, the individual oi! refiners in various 
parts of the country, felt the power of the combine. They 
did not know precisely wherein lay the capacity of their 
great rival! to undersel] them, to keep them from getting 
the crude product and to prevent them from shipping their 
refined product with money-gaining promptness. They 
called on legislatures and on the United States Govern 
ment to solve the problem for them by investigating the 
“Standard Oi] Co. found that the Standard was re 
ceiving from the railroads rebates on every gallon of oil 
shipped in the United States, with no other recompense 
than the obligation on the part of the Standard to ship @ 
fixed large number of cars of oil a day. 

These investigations were conducted at various times, al- 
ways without any tangible result. In 1876 the Standard was 
before Congress; in 1879, before the Supreme Court of 
Pennsylvania in the State vs. the Pennsylvania railroad; 
in 1879, the leading officers were examined at length by the 
Hepburn Commission of New York State for the investi- 
gation of railroads: in 1888, the Interstate Commerce 
Law was leve'ed against the Standard, without material 
results, because the commission had little power; in 1888, 
the Standard was the principal subject of a congressional 
investigation of trusts; in Ohio, it. was before the courts

Inland Sea-Bathing. 


N connection with the project to estab- 
Bl lish a permanent beach and salt-water 
bathing resort in St. Louis, it may be 
nentioned that such a resort has already 
been established on a small scale in Eu- 
rope. Herr Hofrat Hoeglauer, a German 
inventor, has fitted up such a bath in 
the Germania baths, Munich. After nu- 
merous experiments, a most satisfactory 
result h&s been obtained. The trials have 
been made so far in temporary baths 4 
yards long by 6 wide, the deepest end 
being 6 feet and tapering eraduatty like 
a natural beach.
